That was the false 
note. The uneven way that ype of 
pine takes stain marred the surfaces 
the knots and cracks were too ob- 
vious and dirt had collected in the 
cracks and could not be budged. And 
what further emphasized the false 
note, was the fact that wide pine 
floors are old fashioned. They will 
clash with any modern decorative 
treatment. 

There were but two ways to save 
the day, either plan the flooring for 
each room separately, which would 
sntaiy .considerable expense, or lay 
deutral narrow width oak in every 
‘oom. I suggested the latter because 
:t is not only the fundamentally pro- 
xer thing for any room, but it is the 
nost beautiful for simple or expen- 
sive homes alike. Since it would fit 
any decorative scheme, I told her 
that in future redecorating she could 
lgnore the, floors entirely. 

She adopted my suggestion and ar 
ranged with a floor layer a part pay 
ment plan whereby the cost was 
spread over a considerable time at a 
few dollars a week. That to me was 
4& revelation because, while I knew 
that the building trades were adopt- 
iug the installment plan jin popula- 
tion centers, I did not know until 
‘Fen that it had become more or less 
common throughout the country.
